• Fighting flared in 
Pittsburgh 


where two off-duty policemen — 
armed but in plain clothes—clash- 
ed with pickets. Other police broke 
•up the fight and the two patrolmen 
were charged with disorderly con- 
duct and suspended. The 
clash 


ensued after the officers apporach- 
ed the picket line and began 
guing. 
The 33,000 strikers are members 
of the CIO Communications Work- 
ers Union. Some 16,000 are 
em- 


ployed by Western Electric Com- 
pany, manufacturing and Install- 
ing arm of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. A wage 
dispute touched off the walkout 
after the union rejected a propos- 
ed 
wage 
Increase of 10 to 11% 
cents an hour. The union asked a 
"substantial boost." 
The remaining strikers are em- 


ployed by the Michigan Bell Tele- 
phone Company, involved In a sep- 
irate wage dispute with the com-

All Korean Fighting Sectors Are Still Ominously Quiet 
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Much Of Texas 


' Telephone Strike

Southwestern Bell's general man- 
ager in Dallas said only emergency 
calls were being handled on long 
distance lines and that people were 
being asked to limit other calls 
requiring the service of an operat- 
or.W. L. Prehn, the telephone of- 
ficial, said "while many of our 
employes have reported for work 
despite the picket lines, the num- 
ber of people on duty is well be- 
low normal." 


Southwestern 
Bell 
employes 


themselves are not striking. The 
strike was called by employes of 
Western Electric company, which 
Southwestern Bell describes as an 
"independent • contractor" employ- 
ed by Bell. 


A phone company spokesman in 
Dallas said .pickets were braving 
cold winds of a newly-arrived nor- 
ther at Dallas, Fort Worth, Grand 
Prairie, Abilene, Lubbock, Sweet- 
water. Amarillo, Borger, Midland, 
Odessa, Wichita Falls, Houston, 
San antonio, Austin and Corpus 
Chrlsti.

Reports Of Red 
Offers To Tibet 
Lack Confirmation 


NEW DELHI, India,' Nov. 9—ISP) 


—A report from India's represen- 
tative in the Tibetan captial 
oi 
Lhasa today ignored unconfirmed 
reports of Chinese proposals on fu- 
ture relations between Red . China 
and Tibet. 
The 
Indian 
representative, S. 
Slnha, declared instead there had 
been no appreciable change in the 
situation since his last -report, re- 
ceived here Sunday. 
That 
message said Tibet's 15- 


year-old ruler, the 
Dalai 
Lama, 


still was in Lhasa and that his cab- 
inet and the 
national 
assembly 


were In continuous session. 
Unconfirmed reports of the Chi. 


nese proposal had come from Kall- 
mpong, caravan center on the In- 
dia-Tibet border. The Tibetan gov- 
ernment asked India today not to 
believe "wild rumors" from Kallm- 
pong. 


Sinha said that Chinese troops 


which captured Chamdo, 350 miles 
east of Lhasa, now were moving 
south toward Poyu. He did

Four Projects Listed 
Voters will have a choice to vote 
or or against four projects,

Corsicana. 


Dther issues are $125,000 for wa- 
er improvements; $30,000 for pur- 
hase of a negro park, and $70,000 
or a swimming pool in the 
city 


*ark. 
If the $75,000 street improvement 
iroject is accepted by Corsicana 
itizens, city officials plan to spend 
bout $50,000 to straighten 
and 


widen Highway 31 on West Seventh 
avenue. The balance of the money 
will be used for other street pro- 
jects. 


Mentioned as possible programs 


are one or more through 
streets 


between West Second and 
West 
Seventh avenues and general 
re- 
pairs on other city streets. 


West Seventh Plans 


It is estimated the West Seventh 
avenue 
project 
will cost in the 


neighborhood of $165.000. The city 
would be required to spend about 
$50,000 and the state highway com- 
mission would provide the balance. 
The project being considered, and 


one 
urged by the state highway 


commission for some time, is 
the 
straightening 
and 
widening 
of 


Highway 31 from Twenty-second 
street west to Thirty-first street. 


City officials point out that this 
"bottleneck" Is now but 18 to

feet wide between Twenty-second 
and Thirty-first streets.

Although Democrats held ont 


numerical control of both houses 
in Tuesday's election, there was 
little remaining doubt that Mr 
Truman Is up against the toughes 
opposition he has been confronted 
with since the Republicans won 
control of the 80th congress. 


Coalition to Control 


A shifting coalition of Republic 
ans and Southern Democrats wll 
make most of the major decisions 
in the new 82nd congress, which 
convenes In January. 


Heartened bv the election results 
the same group will have a lot to 
sav about what happens In the 
final meeting of the 81st, sched- 
uled to resume Nov. 27—or sooner 
if the President calls It back. 


On foreign policy questions, the 
President probably faces even stif- 
fer opposition than he encountered 
in 1947 and 1948 when the GOP- 
controlled congress was riding high 
In those days the lawmakers were 
primarily concerned—In a relative- 
ly peaceful world—with such do- 
mestic issues as price control and 
the absence of commodities 
on 


the post-war, .market. •-

Potentials Found 
In Tuesday Vote

Tuesday's 
elections considerably 


reshuffled the deck of 1952 Presi- 
dential and Vice Presidential pos- 
sibilities. 


Republican victories 
in 
Ohio, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
and California increased the stat- 
ure of men who are likely either 
to be on the GOP national ticket 
two vears hence or have a big 
voice In the selections. 


Democrats - Thinned 


Conversely, 
Democratic defeats 


narrowed the 1952 field for their 
party by eliminating such pros- 
pects as Senator Lucas in Illlnios, 
Myers in Pennsylvania, and Tyd- 
ings in Maryland and Gov. Bowles 
iu Connecticut. 


The fact that the Republicans 


showed their greatest gains in the 
midwest 
and 
far - west—putting 
back in the 
GOP field 
several 
states which were a big factor In 
President Truman's lB4b -triumph 
—could prompt the minority party 
to go west for their 1952 ticket. ' 


Picking Not Easy 
But the picking will not be easy. 


Members of both the old guard 
and more progressive wings of the 
GOP made showings in the mid- 
term elections, and the 1952 con- 
vention might easilv be another 
tup- of war between the Dewey and 
Taft followers. 


As of now, the Republicans can 


see at least nine men who could 
very likely be considered for ei- 
ther the Presidential or Vice Presi- 
dential nominations in 1952.

This is especially good news for 


Texas and Oklahoma farmers, said 
Hunt, because most of the crop 
in the two states ordinarily is ex- 
ported instead of used domestical- 
ly.

course. 


It has been pointed out that If 


through streets are constructed the 
entire city will benefit—not 
just 


those who own property on the se- 
lected through streets. 


Present Routes Dangerous 


The course one has to travel to 
get from Second to Seventh ave- 
nue, via turns and corners. Is dan- 
gerous, not only for the motorists 
but also for pedestrians. 


In addition to the above-men- 


tioned projects, the city officials 
hope to have money enough left to 
improve several of the city's main 
streets. 


As every motorist knows, most 


of the city streets are in sad condi- 
tion and any money spent for their 
improvement will be beneficial to 
the entire city.

TION 


The question of rearming 


Germany is becoming more 
and more troublesome. It is 
one 
on 
which 
a serious 


breach could develop among 
the Western Powers, unless 
great^care is taken in deal- 
ing with it. .The determined 
and vehement French oppo- 
sition is based 
on historic 


experience as a neighbor of 
Germany, and should not be 
regarded lightly. Moreover, 
because' it is based on long1 
experience,.the French stand 
will not be altered casually. 


The reason for which the 


United States proposes Ger- 
man rearmament are 
ques- 


tionable at best. They are 
hot'based ori the re-educa- 
tion or the attitudes of the 
German people. Rather we 
have permitted ourselves to 
be pushed .into the proposi- 
tion by our' fears of Russian 
aggression, and particularly 
by the creation of a Com- 
munist army in East 
Ger- 


many. Yet there are -many 
European . observers. . who 
wonder whether Russia has 
created, in its East German 
army, a Frankinstinian mon- 
ster. • 'The s a m e question 
would inevitably arise about 
a West German army-. 
...By 'economic and military 
.weight the American posi- 
tion probably could be made 
to prevail. If that should be 
done, it would /be an. action 
taken on the. strength of 
great faith in bur diplomatic 
and-'military appraisals of 
the European situation and 
of the complex human fac- 
tors which will influence it 
in the future. The rearming 
of Germany; under present 
circumstances, would be a 
momentous act.

If anyone should think that tin 
old story of Peter's vision on the 
Joppa' housetop is out of date, he 
need but read the daily newspa 
per or the current magazine; or 
better still, j*o to the scene of the 
Incident Itself, modern Jaffa, with 
its next-door neighbor, the mod- 
ern all-Jewish city of Tel-Aviv. 
There he will find religious and 
racial antagonism as red hot as 
It was in the days of the apostles 


SHU a Problem. 


Here, then, Is a state of things 
to be frankly faced and admitted 
All over the earth today are bit- 
ter 
antagonisms between' racial 
and religious groups. 
Recall the 
Moslem-Hindu strife in India; the 
Christian-Moslem 
antagonism 
In 
the Near East; the strife of large 
sections of Asia against the Eu- 
ropean nations which have long 
occupied 
their torritorles 
and 
dominated them; the discrimina- 
tion between whites and negroes 
in the United States and South 
Africa. 
These are but a few of 
the cleavages which mark contem- 
pprary history and which are com- 
parable with the Jewish-Gentile 
chasm which existed 
In Bible 
times. 
' 


Then as now, good people held 
these 
prejudices 
as 
something 
sacred. 
Most violent of all 
the 
wrenches suffered by the early 
Christian church was the division 
over the admission of the Gen- 
tiles. 
It took a general church 
council at Jerusalem to settle It, 
after Peter and Paul had pioneer- 
ed 
the 
Gospel 
beyond 
Jewish 
lines. 
It took a thrice-repeated 
housetop vision to Peter at Jop- 
pa and the efforts of Paul, to con- 
vince the church that Christ died 
for all men, and that "there is no 
distinction between J«w and Greek 
for the same Lord is Lord of all, 
and Is rich unto all that call upon 
him.1' 


God's Clear Message. 


A MATTER OF SALT 


The importance of salt is 


attested by the long series 
of 
much-quoted 
remarks 


about it. To this series might 
some day be added the con- 
clusions of Douglas Walking- 
ton, 
a 
Canadian chemist, 


who says it started kissing. 
He' thinks cave 
dwellers 


iicked each other's faces to 
obtain the surface salt, and 
so the kiss was discovered, 
rather than invented as Jon- 
athan 
S w i f t 
supposed. 


Among other uses, salt is 
taken, a grain at a. time, 
with tales like this one. 


Just as some occidental Bible- 
readers can scarcely envisage the 
common use of the housetop- in 
eastern life—they try to picture 
Peter perched on a ridge-pole— 
ao they cannot understand the 
deep-seated Judiasm of the apos- 
tles. The first Christian thought 
that Christ had died and 
rise* 
only for the Jews, Converts shouk 
become Jewish proselytes. 
Their 
Imaginations 
were 
unequal 
to 
grasping the magnitude and com- 
prehensiveness of the Gospel of 
which they were custodians. 
Peter got his lesson in dramatic 
fashion. 
While waiting for his 
dinner he went up on the roof ol 
his host's home and fell asleep 
There came to him a 
strange 
dream, three times repeated for 
emphasis. 
He saw a sheet let 
down from the skies holding all 
manner of living creatures and he 
was commanded to slay and eat. 
Good Jew that he was, the apos- 
tle protested that some of the food 
was 
ceremonially 
uncelan; 
and 


he had never violated the LevltlcaJ 
law. 


While Peter was nondering. the 
meaning of the vision, three men 
were calling for him at the gate. 
They were messengers from a Ro- 
man centurion who lived up the 
coast at Caeserea. This 
officer, 


Cornelius, was a godly man; and 
he, too, had received a vision, bid- 
ding him send for Peter, to learn 
further truth. God's clocks are all 
synchronized. 
While He worked 
in Joppa, He also worked 
in 
Caesarea. His business with Pe- 
ter on the housetop was exactly 
timed to coordinate w'th His bus- 
iness in a sumptuous Roman home 
In Caesarea. 


To make a long story 
short, 
Peter made the trip to Caeserea, 
found the household of Cornelius 
gathered 
together, 
preached 
to 
them, beheld the Spirit fall on un- 
circumsised and unbaptised 
per- 
sons and was constrained to ad- 
mit that these Gentiles had been 
accepted by God. 


As recounted in todays' lesson, 
Peter later told all of this won- 
derful story to the church in Je- 
rusalem, 
when 
criticism 
arose 
concerning his baptism 
of 
the 
Gentiles. 
And 
the 
church, all 


criticism stilled for the moment, 
concurred In the 
action. 
• 
A. True Christian Church. 


Now what kind of a church 
grew out of this momentous de- 
cision reached under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit? Paul describes 
it in the passage from Philippians 
which comprises the second part 
of today's lesson. It is a church 


full of the spirit of witnessing, 
where 
believers love one another, 
and' fellowship together regardless 
of race, language, color, or cul- 
ture. 
It is a joyful church, "do- 


Ing nothing through faction or 
through vain glory, but in lowli- 
ness of mind each counting other 
.better than himself; not looking 
each....to his own things, but 
each 
also to the things of oth- 
ers." 
This, indeed, is a church 


in which men and women, as 
Paul declared, have in them the 
mind which was also In Christ 
Jesus. 


The tenth and eleventh chapters 
og .Acts which relate the events 
and the passage from Philiplans 
which describes the spirit of 
a 
true Christalan church are so im- 
portant that they might well be 
memorized by preachers, sociolo- 
gists, statesmen, journalists, and 
the multitude of everyday people 
who--look for the dawning of a 
day -when the human race will be 
a brotherhood and when the world 
will be a -fit and secure place in 
which the children of God may 
dwell.

on pieces of clothing at the fire, 
'arvls was the person who 
first 


discovered the fire, A. R. Greer, 


hotel dark said. 


Ass't Fire Chief Billy Draper said 


pieces of trousers and underwear 
were found where the man's body 
was discovered and that the vic- 
tim's skin wasn't burned where his 
body rested on this clothing.

was a discrepancy in the 
clerk's 


recollection of events and the reg- 
istration cards. 


"The card rack showed a regis- 
tration for room 322 but none for 
332. 
However such a card 
could 


have been lost," he said. 


Greer said he remembered Jarvis 


because it was Jarvis who called 
the desk and 
reported smelling 
smoke. 


I went to the third floor 
and 
started checking rooms," ho said. 
"Jarvis went along and said he 


thought the fire was to the other 
side of his room. 


"I opened the door to room 381 


and saw the fire. I threw some 
water on the blaze and realized I 
couldn't stop it so I closed the door 
and returned to the lobby and told 
the boy to call the fire department. 


When I returned to the third 


[loor, Jarvis had opened the door 
to 331 and the fire was

"Jarvis and several others came 
to the lobby with me." 


Teeth Missing 


The fire victim had no teeth, po- 


ice said, and the thory was 
ad- 


vanced that the man might have 


returned to the third floor In search 
of his teeth and became trapped. 


A further aid to identification 


was that hair found on the un- 
burned part of the man's body cor- 
responded to the color of Jarvls' 
hair. This was confirmed by W. 
E. Griffin,• funeral director, who 
picked up the body. 


'Even with the information 
we 


have, we aren't closing this case 
until we are positive the dead man 
is Jarvis," said Draper' 


"Everything points to him being 


the victim but we've had so many 
leads go wrong the past two days 
that we can't be certain until we 
find no further trace of Jarvis."

Knife and Fork Clubbers By Speaker

A bleak picture of world con- 


ditions, with emphasis on the Asi- 
atic powder keg, was painted here 
Monday night by a Washington re- 
porter who also foresaw a serious 
threat of American socialism un- 
der the Truman administration. 


Addressing Knife and Fork Club 


members at the Corslcana Country 
Club, Reporter Jack Reed took his 
audience "behind the 
scenes 
in 
Washington." 
And, according 
to 


him. all Is not well. 
Keed termed Washington the 
"capital of Indecision; the cap- 
ital of incompetence; the capital 
of misinformation—and Oh boy, 
the capital of labor!" 
Bringing up typical antl-adminls- 


tratlon charges—the Amerasla case, 
Acheson-Hiss incident—Reed frank- 
ly blamed the State Department, 
indirectly, for Russia's violation 
of Tehran-Yalta-Potsdam 
agree- 


ments. 


Raps State Department 


"The U. S. Department of State 


is full of heels and the present 
secretary Is the shepherd of the 
heels," the speaker declared. 


Speaking to a vast majority of 


Democrats, Reed failed to bring 
any laughs from 
his quips and 
cracks about FDR and Eleanor. 


Aside from his report on the 


flaming Far East and the battle- 
fields of Korea—from where he 
recently returned—the capital col- 
umnist stuck to politics. He charg- 
ed that President Truman's 
re- 


election In 1952 will come only as 
a result of the organized "militant 
minorities," who he implied were 
negroes. 


A socialization program under 


the Truman .administration 
will 


continue as long as these "minor- 
ities" keep the Democrats In pow- 
er, he Indicated. 


Socialistic Laws 


Referring to Tuesday's general 


election, Reed predicted that con- 
gress will reassemble and ' adopt 
many socialistic measures if the 
Democrats come out as substan- 
tial winners. 


First, he forecast, would come a 


new tax—retroactive—and changes 
In other tax bills to produce more 
revenue. 


Secondly, the speaker said the 
preliminary step toward social- 


ized medicine would be taken. 
"This will not be as broad as 


originally planned," Reed 
declar- 


ed. "I believe it will be set up for 
the aged; very few congressmen 
will dare oppose it. But this will be 
the camel's head under the tent 
in the medical socialization pro- 
gram." 


Other 
measures 
he 
predicted 


would be considered were federal 
aid to education and 
the 
civil 


rights program. The latter, he said, 
can be passed "if Truman wants 
it passed." 


Inflation Feared 


Reed warned of inflation. It will 


spread, he said, possibly out of 
control. When it does get out of 
control, ho continued, "you could 
be paying $10 for a ham sand- 
wich—$12 with mustard." 


"We face a serious threat with 
the tendency 
toward 
socialism, 


and the Invasion of state's rights. 
The Texas ttdelands case Is evi- 
dence of it." 


Reed said 
socialism 
preceded 
Communism. 


And how did this all start in 
America? Obviously referring 
to 


the late President Roosevelt, -the 
reporter said it bgan 20 years ago 
"when we had a new concept of 
government." 


It was conceived at that time 


•that the government should "func- 
tion for the .welfare of Its people 
according to their needs," he ex- 
plained. 


"This was a saleable program. 


But then came the political prin- 
ciple to 'spend, spend, spend; tax, 
tax, tax; elect, elect, elect'." 


Questions Asked 


Much of Reed's address was tak- 


en up by questions from the aud- 
ience of 165 men and women. Dur- 
ing the questioning, which Involved 
the world crisis, Reed described 
the threats of Communism and dis- 
cussed possible military tactics in 
a U. S. war against Russia. 


When one interrogator suggested 
that the speaker look at some of 
the brighter sides of life, that "you 
nave us all scared and afraid' to 
go 
home," 
the 
newspaperman 


didn't crack a smllo. Instead, he 
spent the next 20 minutes on A- 
bomb, H-bomb, germ-bomb talk. 


"The atom bomb may already 


be obsolete," he declared. "Russia, 
Britain and America already are 
working with biological warfare." 
He pointed to pollution of water, 
spreading of germs bv fighting na- 
tions, as future possibilities. 


Reed foresaw another 12 or 18 
months of shooting in Korea, and 
from three to five years of Amer- 
ican occupation there. 


He concluded by 
saying "the 


wrong picture of the Korean war 
is being reported in the paper and 
on the radios. It is being reported 
like it was a football game." 


Korean War Worst 


In a highly sorioUs tone, Reed 
iid the Korean war 
was 
the 
worst he had seen. 


Reed Is president and general
